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DECISION REGARDING 
PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT 



This decision is in response to the "NOTICE OF ERROR IN THE 
DETERMINATION OF PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT", filed July 11, 2005, 
requesting review of the patent term adjustment (PTA) indicated 
on the patent . 

The request is DISMISSED . 

Applicants request that the PTO identify how it arrived at a 
patent adjustment of seven hundred fifty-one (751) days. 
According to Applicants, the patent term adjustment should be 
seven hundred thirty-eight (738) days. 
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The Office initially determined a patent term adjustment of seven 
hundred fifty-one (751) days based on an adjustment for PTO delay 
of seven hundred forty- eight (748) days 1 pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 
154(b) (1) (A) (i) (I) and 37 C.F.R. § 1.703(a) (1) and sixty-six (66) 
days 2 pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 154(b) (1) (A) (iv) and 37 C.F.R. § 
1.703(a) (6), reduced by sixty-one (61) days 3 and two (2) days 4 of 
applicant delay pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 154(b) (2) (C) (ii) and 37 
C.F.R. § 1.704 (b) . 

Review of the record indicates that the PTA of seven hundred 
fifty-one (751) days as indicated in the Notice of Allowance is 
correct . 

The application file is being forwarded to the Office of Patent 
Publication for processing into a patent.
